ATTACKS AN ENTIRE FAMILY

One of Victims Dead and Others
Canneot Sarvive=Helpleaa Chil-
dren Among Injured.

BEATTLE, Dec. 7.—Willlam Seaton, aged
22 years, formerly of Decatur, 111, at-
tempted to exterminate an antiré family, his
relatives, at Bouth Park, nine miles from
Seattle, with an axe. He smashed In the
heads of four, leaving them for dead, and
shot one man in the back and attempted to
kill o deputy sheriff. Before finally belng
captured Seaton was shot twlce, but met
fatally, by Deputy Sheriff Kelley.

The only one killed outright was Eeaton's
uncle, Daniel Richards. Seaton broke in the
head of his sister, Mrs, Roy Clark, but her
recovery In hoped for. The other two viotims
were Myrtle and Hasel Hapgood, aged about
10 years, children of a former husband of
Mrs. Clark's. The skulls of the little ones
were crushed and then the bodies were
thrown Into & manger in the barn. It was
supposed they were dead, but a late report
from the county hospltal says that the skull
of one of the children had beem ralsed and
there I8 hope of recovery. The other child
will undoubtedly die,

A man named Kennedy, who got in Sea-
ton's way after the tragedy, was shot in the
back, but not serlously. Beaton fired three
times at Kelley beforg Kelley brought him
down wilh two shots, which took effect Im
the head and arm.
